Your point is valid, I think this situation could occur but is 
unlikely. A reflection coefficient of magnitude ONE, as indicated from 
Joseph's so called directional wattmeter readings (I say 'so called" 
because there is no such thing as directional power) could result from 
either a short or an open OR a pure reactance termination. The later case 
could occur if the transmitter frequency is far from the antenna frequency.

I was looking for a 4-pin Cinch type 5AB2 connector to use with 
my Drake 2-B receiver. A fellow on the Internet ‘boatanchors' newsgroup 
suggested Radio Shack Part # 270-017, a 5-pin universal cable for auto 
stereos. (Page 103, 94 catalog.) 


What I bought was on the same page, and better: 270-041. This is 
a connector with just 5 pins and no extra holes. The -017 might work for 
other configurations with nonstandard spacing, but the -041 is perfect 
for the Drake 4-pin accessory/q-mult/calibrator plugs on the tube type 
rigs. 


The pins appear to be standard Molex style in case you need to 
make additional wires up... To remove the fifth (center) pin to allow 
the cable to mate with the Drake receiver, push a small pin or nail (or 
dental pick) into the notch to one side of the pin, from the pin end of 
the connector. Bending the tab inside slightly should allow the pin to 
be pulled out by the wire. 


Perfect fit, now! 


I wound up attaching the cable to a Drake Q-X'er Q-multiplier 
from the 1950s. (Anyone got a manual/history on the thing?) I moved a 
wire over and used the fused wire to attach to the filament supply. I 
doubt the 12AX7 would ever draw 2A but what the heck, the holder was 
there, anyway. I made up a coax cable and attached that to the pins. You 
can bend the crimp out slightly and pull the wires out, to reuse the 
molex pins (I didn't have spares). It took some work to get a good 
connection but now the Q-X'er is attached to the Drake 2-B here, and 
seems to work okay! 


If anyone knows of a REAL source for the Cinch 5AB2s, please let 
me know.

I've been using a Drake R8 for about 3 years now, and I guess that makes me 
about as qualified to talk about it as anyone here. 


I've used the set with the internal VHF converter, and the matching speaker. 
Let's get the gripes out of the way first. 


The feet on the radio are an abomination! There are little flip-up levers in 
the front pair that are meant to tilt the front panel to a more optimum viewing 
angle. This isn't as minor a thing as it appears at first glance; the viewing 
angle of the liquid crystal display is somewhat critical (as all such devices 
tend to be). 


The levers are VERY fragile, and when stressed too far they also tend to 
damage the main part of the foot, requiring replacement of the whole assembly. 


Keeping down the number of front panel controls has introduced a minor irr- 
itation; the MODE and BANDPASS controls only operate in one direction! If, for 


instance, you try a narrower bandpass and decide you were better off with the 
previous setting, you have to repeatedly push the button to cycle thru ALL 
bandpass settings to get back to the one you want! 


On very early R8s there was another problem associated with this when the 
MODE control was used. 


The original firmware (EPROM) had an "optimum" bandpass selected for each 
mode, and cycling thru the mode settings would kick out your chosen bandpass 
setting and replace it with the EPROM default setting! 


This somewhat maddening feature was (thankfully) eliminated, and can be 
fixed in the early radios with an EPROM upgrade from Drake. 


In my particular radio I've had a few MINOR problems with spur responses 
(my favorite is maritime station KPH on 14,004.3 KHz). I also suspect that I 
may have a problem with low level oscillation of the front end in the 6 MHz 
range when certain antennas are used (possibly a badly mismatched antenna 
impedance is what allows this thing to take off). This one shows up as a zero 
beat effect on AM signals, just as if the BFO was on. 


These two problems are a minor annoyance, but as yet they've not P.O.ed 
me enough to send the radio back to Drake for service. 


So much for what's bad; now let's get to what's good. 


Sensitivity is EXCELLENT, and in my location I've had no problems whatever 
with overload or intermod (and I've got a 5 KW AM broadcaster aprox. 1.5 milese 
away, and it's FM sister, power unknown, aprox. 1 mile away). The crud reject-o 
ion comments apply to both the "barefoot" radio, and the built-in VHF convert- 
er. 


Selectivity is where the radio really shines. There are plenty of intelli- 
gently selected bandpasses, all of which have excellent skirt response. If 
nothing else the selectivity choices make the R8 stand head and shoulders above 
it's imported competition; what's even better is that they're STANDARD, not an 
expensive option. 


Stability is first rate too; mechanically, it's nearly as stable as an R-390 
and ditto on drift. I use my R8 quite a bit for RTTY / digital monitoring with 
a decoder box which has VERY tight audio filters; this is a combination that 
will make drift stand out like a sore thumb. This setup will literaly stay put 
on a signal for HOURS without retuning (again, holding it's own with the R-390 
series sets). 


Re. the matching speaker; unless you're into aesthetics, don't bother. The 
speaker just isn't capable of providing the audio quality the radio can prod- 
uce. 


Re. the VHF converter; in side by side comparisons to the Icom R-7000, the 
R8 holds it's own on the 46 - 50 MHz band <GRIN>, and on VHF high band. I do 
wish the Drake folks had seen fit to put UHF coverage into the converter, and 
had added the option to change FM bandwidth (a 30 to 50 KHz bandwidth would be 
just what the doctor ordered for 137 MHz weather satellite reception; in fact, 
such a move would definitely put them one up on the Japanese manufacturers, 
since NONE of them, as far as I know, offer a bandwidth suitable for weather 
birds either as standard equipment OR as an option!).

Beyond that, these boxes hold their value because there are no other dev- 


ices on the market (that I know of, anyway) that do the same job at a reason- 
able cost. The new OIB bridges are the new pretenders to the throne, but they 
don't have the same versatility, in addition to the fact that they literally 
cost THOUSANDS, placing them beyond virtually all hams, and many broadcasters 
for that matter!

This is my 2 cents worth on the subject. I live in a “high RF level" 
community with 3 other big time hams (beams and amplifiers) within eye sight 
of me. The TR-4C series transceiver stands up better than the R-4C receiver 
with my neighbors pounding away on the same band as I'm listening on. It 
appears that the filters used in the TR-4C are a bit better than the R-4C as 
far as ultimate selectivity goes. For general listening I like the R-4C's 
great flexibility with it's selectible filters, selectible AGC, passband 
tuning, and extra xtal positions that give me SWL ability. When things get 
nasty and my neighbors are on the TR-4C gets put into service. There are 
times when only the TR-4C is unaffected by my neighbors. I do have the remote 
VFO so split operation isn't a problem.

It is unique on the 
market for its ability to do timed recording and tape activation 
while maintaining stability and clarity of audio (very "forgiving" 
SSB detector). It is street priced at about $219 (and that includes 
the *timed* recorder (mono) as compared to the Sony (at over $350 no 
tape) with its poor long term SSB stability (And would you really 
leave that difficult to replace FET front end RF transistor connected 
to an antenna while you weren't around?)

Yeah... it stretches way back... ;%) I never fancied myself a real 
heavy hitter, and the other bunch on the '79 VP2KC Team all thought they 
were great, so I wound up playing a great deal, enjoying the hell out of 
the experience, and working a bunch of VERY valuable multipliers, 
because there was always someone on each band, if only there were an 
operator to work them... I dusted off my (non-existent) Spanish and 
wangled 40M daytime South Americans that were too weak to be heard at 
night in the pile-ups, worked the 75 meter hurricane nets, and the 
like... and at night chased after 10 meter stuff that just happened to 
be there, but didn't justify a "Big Gun operating Team"... and, I worked 
the regular shifts as I was assigned them... about 43 of the 48 hours 
operating some station or other.

Drake was close to (and, in selected features, better than) Collins 

in technology, at a much more affordable price. Collins was high priced 
because (a) they used more expensive components, (b) they had a higher 
overhead owing to being geared up for military and avionics customers, 

(c) they had an older, more established place in the market, with tremendous 
name recognition, (d) they benefitted from the personal reputation of Art 
Collins, and (e) in some markets they had no real competition, all of which 
sustained the Collins "mystique."

I really believe that the Drake slow-decay AGC circuit (beginning 
with the 2-B) did much to foster first the acceptance, and then 
the popularity, of SSB among hams. Even the late Collins 75S-3B 
and 75S-3C receivers, though excellent in many aspects, 

had poor AGC action for SSB. 


Drake snobbery is an interesting irony, given that so many 
well heeled hams of the '50's, ‘60's, and '70's dripped with 
Collins snobbery. In 1965, when I purchased my first R-4, 

I considered my own preference for Drake to qualify more as 
"reverse" snobbery.

My primary Drake experience has been contesting (1979 CQWW SSB, VP2KC 
World Record result) and the Drake gear was chosen for a variety of 
reasons. We used separates, *xtwox receivers and one transmitter per 
station... the operator controlled frequency, usually with the pair 
locked into transceive, the logger listened and logged, and a third op 
(per position) was a spotter... cruising up and down the band looking 
for multipliers or meeting schedules. K1iPBW designed and built some 
pretty awesome filters and antenna switching arrangements that 
permitted the spotter to get within 1.5KHz of the transmit frequency 
(and we were running SOUP! ;%) 


The gear provided 150 watts (or so) to the amplifiers, which loafed 
along at 2KW xoutx! The receivers were excellent and the ability to 
interface a receiver, transmitter, receiver, and be able to control 
frequency with any of the VFOs was a great bonus. 


> Besides the obvious space saving is one better than the other? 
Just my opinion, but if you are truly concerned with saving space, 
boatanchors is NOT the place to be looking. If I were going to 
consider a TR4x, I'd be looking for a companion R4x to make the 
station really sing. Dual VFOs, like those found in the rice-burners, 
are nice, but two complete receivers, able to run on two independent 
frequencies, either of which may control the transmitter, is the 
"bee's knees"! This is the only way to successfully work split 
operations. Hell, I even run an "outboard" RX with my dual VFO rice- 
burner... only takes a few calls (and lots of listening) to blow 
through a pileup when the op works split. 


> More flexible than the other? 

Depends on how you operate. Personally, I like the dual receiver 

setup, especially for working split operations. This isn't really 

about hardware, but the software (brainpower) to really operate. In as 
much as my gray stuff is Old Technology, manufactured before WW II, I 
guess it qualifies as boatanchor as well! ;%)

To answer the question of seperates versus an all-in-one, the TR4C 
did not have 160M, it did not have extra crystal positions, and, 
it had no RIT or clarifier allowing a slight offset from 
transmitting frequency without using an external VFO. Filter 
selection is also much better with either 4 or 5 positions on the 
R-4C (mine has 5,but, I had an early version and if I remember 
correctly, it only had 4 filter selection positions). The R-4C 
also has passband tuning, a TR-4 I havee has none and I don't 
think they ever changed that. 


The TR-4CW/RIT was the last of the TR-4's made and as it's name 
implies, it had Receiver Incremental Tuning which made it easier 
to keep other voices in tune while keeping your frequency 
relatively stable. It is probably the most desirable of the lot 
and it's prices are in the price class of a Yaesu FT-101EE or 
FT-101EX. 


The FT-101E, EE, and EX were the same radio with different levels 
of standard accessories with the E being the most complete with CW 
filter, an RF speech processor (the best kind), and a built in 

12 volt power supply. With a set of Hewlett-Packard mesh diodes 
in the product detector, a set of lower noise floor FET's in the first 
mixer and first RF amp, and a set of Fox-Tango SSB and CW filters, 
my FT-101F was the equal of many more modern transceivers and not 
far from my FT-990.( I did these same mods to an FT-902DM that I 
had and it was the equal of the 990 in hearing the weak ones, a 
buddy of mine has it now, and if it goes anywhere, it'll be 

back to me!) 


I am in the process of rebuilding the PTO in my TR-4 and when it's 
done I'll be able to give a more detailed report on its 
performance. The R-4C, though, is a great performer in anyone's 
book, even stock and it has a lot more flexibility than many 
transcievers.

It's mainly a matter of history. 

In about 1963, Drake came out with the TR-3. It was quite 

a revolutionary product, and set the stage for much that was 
to come. 


The TR-3 PTO tuned a range of 600 kc. 600 kc. multiplied by 3 
equals 1.8 Mc. This allowed the TR-3 to cover all of 10 meters 
(28.0 to 29.7 = 1.7 Mc.) in only three bands. 


The contemporary KWM-2, with its 200 kc. PTO, would have needed 
xninex bands to cover 10 meters. Plus, the TR-3 had IMHO vastly 
superior AGC action when compared to the Collins. Given the relative 
prices, and the considerably higher power output of the TR-3, the 
Drake was a fantastic unit. 


The 4-line, with its 500 kc. PTO, did not come out until later. 
The entire TR-4 series evolved directly from the early TR-3. 

Thus, Drake was not consciously failing to build ina 

convenient, desirable inter-series compatibility. Rather, 

they must have figured that they really had two separate missions, 
and that the number of people who would be on both tracks (and 
thus who might need compatibility) was small. I believe the 
market proved Drake's wisdom to be correct.

Speaking of Trans-Oceanic radios ... I'm "restoring" a 
locktal-tube TransOceanic. This one dates from just before, 
during, or just after WWII. The applicable Sam's Photofact was 
published in 1949. It looks like the one in the General's 
office in Twelve O'Clock High. 


1) In the process of scrounging spare tubes for the beast I 
discovered that I can sometimes "rejuvenate" flat tubes by 
"testing" them at 2.0 volts for 30-60 seconds. This is a last 
chance trick that I would not try if I were not willing to lose 
the tube entirely. 


2) The locktal tube TOs use a 117 volt rectifier tube. This 
takes a long time to warm up and I am tempted to replace it with 
a silicon diode and suitable series resistance. I have a @1957 
Stromberg-Carlson portable that was designed this way. But I 
wonder if the quicker startup may reduce tube life. 


3) My TransOceanic loses some sensitivity at the low end of the 
BC band, as does the Stromberg-Carlson. Neither the loop, 

RF, nor oscillator coils have inductance adjustments to help 
tracking at the low end of the BC band. Calibration is fairly 
close however. Is this drop in sensitivity at the low end of the 
BC band normal?
